THE PAST MASTER’S DEGREE. 


A majority of the present committee, some eigh- 
teen months since, were on the Correspondence Com- 
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mittee, and the remarks they then made have excited 
very general attention to this subject among sister G. 
Lodges. ‘The observations then made were intended 
for this horizon alone; judging from results they were 
’ here understood, but they appear to have been mis- 
apprehended every where else. We desire to define 
, our position clearly, the brethren abroad having dis- 
’ sented from what they supposed we intended. That 
; we shall be able to make our ideas agree with all that 
’ has been said and done in relation to this matter is 
: not likely. This degree is here viewed in a double 
light; actual and nominal. The degree was origi- 
‘ nally single and official in its character, and was in 
the possession of such only as were duly elected to 
preside as Master of a regularly chartered and insti- 
tuted Lodge, and as a matter of course was the ez- 
clusive property of such alone, and was under the 
control of xo Lodge or Chapter, either subordi- 
nate or supreme. ‘The exercise of contro] by ei- 
ther or any 0° these bodies was an assumption of ille- 
gal power. A Grand Lodge being composed of cer- 
tain past and present Grand Officers, with the Mas- 
ters and Wardens of subordinate Lodges, could not 
ipso facto be in possession of the degree, all not 
having been duly elected and presided as Masters of 
a Lodge, and hence, as a G. Lodge, could not take 
the degree under their control. The organization of 
‘ Chapters requires that this degree should be had be- 
fore exaltation, and in days gone by, none but those 
who had actually presided for a constitutional term 
over a legally constituted Lodge, by virtue of elec- 
tion as Master thereof, could be exalted, cosequently 
all R. A. Masons were actual Past Masters, and had 
; the control of the degree. It was subsequently

ter hence has the control of the honorary degree to 
be conferred by it only on such as are elected to re- 
ceive the R. A. degree. The official or actual de- 
gree is the exclusive property of those who have con- 
stitutionally presided as Masters of Lodges. A Grand 
Lodge, as such, has no authority over either the actual 
or nominal degree, and therefore cannot delegate it to 
her subordinates. The Master elect n ust be quali- 
fied to preside by his predecessor or some other who 
has actually presided as Master. A Chapter, as 


such, has-not the right to qualify a Master elect. 
‘ These were, and still are, the views entertained by 


the majority of your committee; on these views, they 


§ 
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declared the practice pursued by Lodges here in 
making nominul or honorary Past Masters to be an 
assumption of the prerogatives of others. We be- 
lieve that a careful examination into antiquity will 
show that we have here set forth the true doctrine on 
this subject, and have said enough to be comprehend-

GENERAL GRAND LODGE. 

On this subject much has been written, and as 
was to have been expected opposite opinions have 
been advanced; some of these arguments are suf- 
ficiently amusing if not instructive. This G. Lodge 
having first re-awakened attention to this subject, it 
may be expected that some reasons should be given 
by her for so doing. In doing this your committee 
shall speak plainly and treat the sayings of others 
with as much respect as the remarks deserve. Your 
committee freely accord to all men the right to form 
and entertain opinions on all subjects, and the further 
right to yield to the opinions of others just so much 
respect as they may deem them entitled to. In the 
rematks we may make we intend no personal disre- 
spect, nor do we wish to inflict the slightest wound 
on the feelings of others. We are treating on what 
we deem to be the most important topic of the times 
in which we live; we were its agitators, we did not 
do so thoughtlessly or for any other object than the 
best interest and safety of the institution, and there- 
fore deem it incumbent to notice what may to us 
seem calculated to affect the judgment to be formed 
on this subject. In the discharge of this duty our 
attention is first claimed by the G. Lodge of Con- 
necticut. Should all the Grand Lodges pursue the 
course approbated and pursued by the G. Master and 
G. Lodge, they will be saved the necessity of any 
** deliberation,” and so far as mind is of utility 
might as well wrap it in a napkin and bury it, as was 
done with the one talent; the magnitude of the sub- 
ject is surely worth the trouble of forming a deci- 
sion.

** One of the most important topics which has 
come under the notice of your committee, as agitat- 
ed and discussed by our sister Grand Lodges, is the 
subject of forming a General Grand Lodge of the 
United States, consolidating the several sovereign G. 
Lodges into one. This subject has been several times 
discussed, and general conventions held, within the 
last half century, composed of sound and judicious 
members of the fraternity, from different States, and 
has always been repudiated as impolitic and unwise 
for the fraternity to adopt—Your committee have 
been informed, by old and venerable members of 
our order, that in-the days of our revered brother, 
GeorGe WASHINGTON, the question was strongly 
agitated, and at once met the disapprobation of all 
the burning and shining lighis of Freemasonry in 
those days, including him just named; and, in the 


: opinion of your committee, those of the present day, 


who are moving in this matter, are not wiser men or 
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better Masons, than those who, in the days of Wash- : 
ington, and often since, have found obstacles, which °

tion of the States, it has proven to be ineffectual the 
evils to a great degree are unremedied. Shall we 
profit by the precepts of the past, and be warned by 


| the teachings of the present? Let us call a conven- 


tion to draft a constitution for a General Grand 
Lodge; it t be reported to and confirmed by the 
G. Lodges "before the “ consolidation” is effected. 
We have for precedent the United Grand Lodge of 
England; we have for precept the Constitution of the 
United States; they prove alike the prosperity, the 
power ang ‘glory of their formation in their respective 
theatres of action. But these aie not all the prece- 
dents we have to guide us, Our Illinois brethren say : 

‘** Your committee desire not to conceal, that the 
workings of the General Grand Masonic bodies al- 
ready in existence in the United States, have come 
before them in- this connexion, and delighted them 
with the agreeable contrast which they have pre- 
sented to all that is here set forth. 


‘*'To your committee, therefore, it appears, that 
the organization of some similar tribunal, with care- 
fully guarded powers—having authority to decide 
upon, and provide for the means of instruction in the 
mystic work and ceremonies of Masonry—is pro- 
bably the best, if not the only means, now remainu- 
ing to us, whereby the necessary and indispensable 
ety among us can be maintained, aad per- 
petuated; whereby our mystic rites and universal lan 
guage may be freed from hurtful interpretations, and 
be continued to us, and ours, pure and uncontami- 
nated. To your committee, it is obvious, that unless 
a supreme authority shall be established, to whose 
decision, questions respecting our mysteries and tra- 
ditions; our constitutions and our principles, may be 
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referred; and whose final judgment shall be obliga- ; 


galory upon all, the greatest and most ruinous dis- 
parity must coniinue to preyail. One form will be 
adopted and ‘taught here—another, and different one, 
there: each refusing to yield to either of those dif- 
fering from him—each claiming to ‘‘ possess the 
true light,’ will set forth and contend for his long 
cherished syste; and thus, at no distant period, 
we shall hear of, not only “ York and English— 
French and Scotch rites,” but of New-England Ma- 
sonry, Missouri Masonry, and Pennsylvania Masonry ; 
of Kentucky, Ohioand Virginia “ rites’’—thus render- 
ing that which should be now, and which might be 
continued to us and our descendants for all time to

we should surrender our claim to absolute infallibi- ‘

INCIDENTS OF MASONIC INTERCOURSE IN , 


BRoTHER Moore :—I spent the_ summer of 1845 | 
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‘ to see if my companion was a Mason. He proved } 


‘ to be one, and as soon as we entered the house he 
‘ approached me and said, “I perceive, sir, that you 
are a Mason.’’ 
asked me in French if I could speak that language. 
I was able to understand his question, and answered 
him in the same language, as well as I could, that I 
could not, but could speak the English. He re- 
. sponded in pure plain English, and expressed much 
’ pleasure at recognizing me; and said that as he 
spoke the language of the country with ease, I should 
dismiss all apprehensions, as he could be my inter- 
: preter on the journey. He was a gentleman from 
Connecticut; had formerly been a member of Con- 
gress, and was making a tour of pleasure. with his 
family on the Continent. He introduced me to his 
wife and daughters who received and treated me with 
much kindness; but seemed very much puzzled to 
« know how it was that Mr. Jackson and myself had 
become so suddenly, and to appearance, so well ac- 
quainted. After this, as you may well suppose, I 
was not so much alone. My traveling companion, 
though a stranger, I now found to be a brother, and 
the time passed rapidly and pleasantly away. 
At, or near, the city of Metz we entered Ger- 


many, where the French language was no longer of 


much use to Brother Jackson; but it was now my 
turn to act asinterpreter—the German being my na- 
; tive tongue. We reached the city of Frankfort on 


Wednesday, and he left, with his family, the next ; 


day, for Switzerland and I saw him no more, al- 


though I subsequently received a letter from him dur- | 


ing his travels. 
The next day after reaching Frankfort I set out to 


examine the city and ascertain if I could find a Ma- » 


son. I stepped into a shop, in one of the principal 
streets, and after purchasing some trifling article, as 
an excuse for coming in, I enquired if there were 
any Masons in that city. The person addressed was 
a Jew—and a Mason. He immediately informed 
’ me of the fact, and learning that I was a stranger 
and from the United States, he greeted mie with much 
cordiality and offered to serve me in any way he 
could. He informed me there were two Lodges in 
the city, one a Jewish Lodge, the other composed 
’ of Christians; and that the Jewish Lodge would meet 
* on the following Monday evening—being the day of 
’ the full moon. I concluded to stav and gratify my 
: curiosity by attending the Lodge. This brother took 
» much pains to make me acquainted with the Masons 
; in the city; and also went with me to show me all 
> that was curious or interesting to the eye of a stranger. 
“I need not stop here to speak of the beauty and mag- 
nificence of this ancient city; to be appreciated it 
must be seen; but my business is to speak of Ma- 
sonic intercourse. 


I had stopped at the Hotel de Paris, kept by a 
Mr. Gunther, whom I also found to be amason. On 
the next Monday evening my friend called for me 
and we repaired to the lodge together. A commit- 
tee was appointed to examine into my masonic pre- 
tensions; and after being fully satisfied on that point 
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I replied in the affirmative, and he ‘ 
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I was received and introduced into the lodge in pro-

Maria Louisa, the grand duchess of one of the 
small states of Austrian Italy, and formerly wife of » 
the emperor Napoleon Bonaparte, died recently. — 
This was the woman for whom Napoleon repudiated 
his first wife, Josephine, from which moment the star 
of the great captain’s destiny glimmered and grew 
dim. The simple announcement of the death of Ma-
